The period of 1940-49 saw the 
flowering of this system by 
which ingenious designing and 
planning, highly organized pro- 
duction and long-term financ- 
ing brought homes to vastly 
more people at less cost than 
if they themselves had bought 
the lots and built the houses. 


Incidentally, neither 
Lake- 


wood, Dominquez, nor Signal 
Hill, are included in the city 
figures, Although their develop- 
ment was an integral part of 
the 
unfoldment of 
Greater 


Long Beach. Permits for build- 
ing in these areas are Issued 


by the county or Signal Hill 
building departments. 


Income properties 
play a 


large part not only in the eco- 
nomic but also the home life of 
this community. Many retired 
couples, many investors and 
many professional apartment 
operators acquired or built 
d u p l e x e s and multi-family 
dwellings of all types. The de- 
mand for 
rentals continues 


strong among young couples, 
people working downtown, re- 
tired couples and multitudes of 
others who for business rea- 
sons or personal taste prefer 
apartment life. 
W|URING the decade just 


past, the city building de- 


partment issued permits for 


' 1700 duplexes, 1458 multi-fam- 
ily residences, 60 motels or ho- 
tels, 45 one and two-family 
dwelling-stores, and 14 multi- 
family dwelling-stores. 


The average size of the mul- 


ti-family apartment house (du- 
plexes excluded) was 6.7 units. 
The 1458 permits provided 9776 
units. This type of construc- 
tion accounted for $25,023,280 
worth of permits. Duplexes 
amounted to $11,191,745.

H 


AVE those 
snapshots 


been piling up on you 
lately? Now is as good 


a time as any to sort out all 
those prints of the past few 
months and get them into your 
albums. 


Incidentally, there is a new 


trend in album keeping. Cam- 
era fans are getting away from 
the bulky catch-all type of al- 
bum in favor of the smaller 
compact types for specific pic- 
ture subjects. These subjects 
can be vacation trips, the chil- 
dren, school days, family hob- 
bies, etc. Doing it this way per- 
mits each album to be more of 
a story-telling 
record of the 


family activities. 


The first thing to do. then, 


with that stack of prints is to 
organize it into album subjects. 
Then comes the editing of the 
pictures. 
For 
this step, lay 


them out on a table where you 
can view them side by side, and 
pick out those that best tell the 
story. You will find many du- 
plications, and there will be 
prints that are of poor quality 
that should be eliminated. It 
really isn't wise to mount ev- 
ery picture that you take. The 
album will look better if you 
are a little discriminating In 
your selection. 


Once you have selected the 
prints that will go into the 
book, spread them out again 
and pick out some of the most 
striking ones for enlarging. 
Nothing gives album pages 
more punch than the change 
of pace provided by a few good 
enlargements. 


Then, when the prints and 


enlargements are ready, care- 
fully mount them on the pages 
of your album. 
And here is 


where your ingenuity can come 
into full play. Use as much va- 
riety In your layouts as you 
can. Try to make each page a 
little bit different,

Asked this question In a poll 


conducted especially for totlny's 
Issue of Southland Magazine, 
a number ot the city's leading 
architects came back with some 
surprising answers. Surprising, 
not because of the wondrous 
new materials and gadgets they 
mentioned, but because of the 
emphasis which each of them 
gave to these two points; 


Simplicity. Honesty. 
If, as was said by the late 


Howard Meyers of Architec- 
tural Forum, "Houses reflect 
men's lives," these Long Beach 
home designers evidently ex- 
pect us to be a finer and more 
direct people by the year 2000. 


They ngree the trend is away 


from useless ornamentation— 
such as fake shutters—towards 
honest nso of the new materials 
which science Is developing. 
They also agree that less money 
will be spent trying to Impress 
the public. Instead, attention 
will be focused on Improving 
the livablllty and I n t e r i o r 
beauty of the home, while also 
making it easier to maintain. 


Meyers also said that "as 


(men's) lives change rather 
slowly, although constantly, the 
change (In the architecture of 
their homes) must be grad- 
ual." Local architects have the 
same opinion. They prophesied

ful relief from the pace of city 
life. A new sense of space, 
unique to this time, will pro- 
duce larger recreation areas. 
Patios will be better used as 
they are enclosed and heated 
with radiant floor slabs. More 
efficient kitchens, more wisely' 
planned storage facilities, bet 
tcr heating and Insulation are 
foreseen by Russell. They will 
accompany a break with the 
past and recognition of the 
"living advantages of good con 
temporary design." 
Roger K. Nissen, taking not 
of world politics, said that cv 
erybody might be living under 
ground by 1990—but he doesn' 
really believe it.

Knead 
about 8 minutes, adding just 
enough additional rye flour to 
prevent sticking. Place dough 
into a lightly greased bowl. 
Cover and let rise until double 
in bulk (about 2 hours). Turn 
put again onto floured board 
and knead lightly about 2 min- 
utes.

inches). 
Cover and let rise 


again until double in bulk 
(about 1 hour). Bake in a.hot 
oven (425° F.)-5 to 10 minutes, 
or until crust begins to brown.

The enthusiasm of one of

.Beach, started the society with 
one city club. Because so many 
people sought his advice when 
he first started growing be- 
ponlas as a hobby, he decided 
they mlglu as well pet together 
In a club for a mutual ex- 
change of Ideas.

eUios flocked fo the meetings.

shakes the seed from a large 
salt shaker in which some of 
the mold-sand mixture Is com- 
bined with the seeds. 


Wet the flat or pot from the 


bottom. Place paper over the 
container and glass over the 
paper until germination starts, 
then remove paper. As plants 
begin to thrust up, remove 
glass and set flat or pot in 
stronger light, but not in 
strong sunlight. 
Prick out 


plants when large enough to 
handle. 
In transplanting the 


first time Use the same type 
of mixture. For final plant- 
Ing, use fine screened leaf 
mold, with one part of nitro- 
humus, two parts of steer fer- 
tilizer, three parts of leaf mold 
and one part of peat which 
has been composted from three 


| to four months.

in the species, types and vari- 
eties that is a big factor in the 
begonia's appeal to the grower 
who.has an almost endless va- 
riety from which to choose. 
More than 1000 species, and 
more than 5000 varieties of the 
three groups of begonias, tu- 
berous, fibrous and the Rex 
are grown. 


Another consideration in their 


popularity is the fact that they 
thrive in partial shade. 
J|YCKMAN has his favorites 


among the various types 


of fibrous begonias. 
For the 


tall growing type he chooses 
the Lucerha which grows to a 
height of six or seven feet, 
and the rubra group. The ru- 
bras attain a growth of two 
to seven feet and color of the 
blooms range from white to 
red.

placing the tubers In damp saw- 
dust or peat. 
THE actual planting of a 


dahlia tuber is a fairly 


simple procedure. But follow 
the rules carefully. 
Set the 


tuber at a depth of from four 
to six inches; the lighter the 
soil the deeper the planting. 
Drive a stake into the soil at 
planting time and place the 
tuber close to the stake but 
not quite touching it. The 
"eye" end of the icuber should 
be adjacent to the stake. 


The soil around the shoot 


should be kept moist and fri- 
able. It is advisable to fill in 
the planting hole gradually as 
the shoot moves towards the 
surface. Pinch back the lead 
stem when it is about six 
inches high. This procedure en- 
courages laterals and ultimate- 
ly produces a bushier and more 
attractive plant.

1 pound garbanzos

1 small clove of garlic, 


chopped very fine 


1 small can of tomato sauce 
Method: Soak beans over- 


night; then stew in water un- 
til tender; drain, place thin 
layer of beans in casserole 
dish. 
Add layer of chopped 


onions and garlic, mixed. Sprin- 
kle half of the bacon over the 
onions, and repeat above proc- 
ess, ending with final layer ol 
beans on top. Pour tomato 


sauce over this combination 
and bake in 400-degree oven 
for one hour. Serves eight. 


Garbanzos Basque 


(From the mother of one of 


the farming families of Basque 
descent.) 


Soak overnight, two cups of 


garbanzos, two quarts of warm 
water, two tablespoonfuls of 
salt. 


In the morning, drain the 


beans and put to cook in 1% 
quarts of warm water over a 
low flame, 
As the beans ap- 


proach the boiling point, skim 
off the foam and add half of 
an onion, a piece of ham or 
ham bone or soup meat, and 
cook 2% hours.
